Will Bring British 
Boys to Canada 


Seven of the nine provinces of Can- 
ada have joined the boy immigration 
scheme whereby the Canadian and the 
British governments have agreed to 
spend $5,000,000 in the next ten years 
in bringing British boys out to the 
Dominion. The only two provinges 
not yet in the scheme are Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan, and it is expected 
that these will join before the year 
is out. Manitoba is in the fertunate 
position of having a farm available 
for the training of the boys at Birtle. 
The scheme is to bring out to Canada 
boys between the ages of 14 and 20 
years and equip them for a career 
on the land. The boys would be 
brought out at the expense of the 
Canadian and the British govern- 
ments. They will then be allotted to 
the provinces. Each province has to 
set aside a farm at which they will 
be trained. Later on, they will be el- 
igible to leave the farm and work 
for farmers. At the age of 21 years 
the British and Canadian govern- 
ments will advance up to $2,500 to 
each boy to start him up on a farm 
of his own. The scheme is to go 
into effect April 1, 1928, and it is 
the intention to bring out

The agreement ap 
proved provides that on and after 
Sept. 1 British Columbia will pay a 
maximum pension to those of its resi- 
dents «vho have attained the age of /0| 
years and are pensionable umder the 
fedegal Old Age Pensions Act. ‘he 
Dogninion government, on the other 
hand, is bound to pay to British Col 
GQmbia, quarterly, one-half 
amount paid by the province in 
sions during each preceding three | 
months, Enquiries received the 
department of labor indicate that, in 
certain instances, the 
sions scheme is not preperly under 
stood.
